G M O rescues f a m i l y 


Food Stamps 
coming 


Plan* are underway for Hcndo'iFood 
Stamp program to begin on October I, 


1973. 
According to Anthony Svatek, FoM 
Stamp Program Director for Region I, 
applications will begin to be taken at 
the present Commodity office on the 
Airbase property on August G. The pro­ 
gram, which allows families to purchase 
stamps at a discount, then trade t hen: 
for food items, will take place of the 
present surplus commodity program now 
in operation here. The surplus commo­ 
dity service will end on September 30. 
The amount of stamps a family can 
buy will depend on how many are In the 
family, and also on tile amount of av­ 
erage income earned by the head of the 
family, 
Trained caseworkers will be on hand 
beginning August 6 to help see who is 
eligible for food stamps, and to aid in 
applying for the service In time for tile 
October I beginning date. 
The stamps vail be used far food on­ 
ly. Pet food, soap, cigarettes, alcoholic 
beverages, or paper goods are not cov­ 
ered by food stamps, and must be bought 
for cash* Also, no imported foods arc 
allowed except coffee, cocoa, tea and 
bananas. 
Anyone who works for low wages, is 
employed part-time, receives welfare 
checks, is unemployed, or get* a small 
octal ecurity payment or sc:, e kind 
of pension check, should go to ti e local 
office to find out if he and his family 
•.re eligible for ti e service.
